Kou ‘has a wife and two teenage 
children, in his native village 
of Talan, in Shantung  pro-

Asked if he thought his family 
might euffer bdecauso ‘of his 
defection, Kou said “they are 
already suffering —~ all people 
in China suffer.” . 


Kou js belleved to be the first 
«member of a Communist 
Chinese diplomatic establish-

from Japan and China, 

Loeal traders say that imports 
of Hongkong. sundry goods into 
Singapore will also be reduced, 
as a result of the rapidly de- 
clink Indonesian re-export 
market. 

Although 1959 figures show 
Hongkong exports to Singapore 
and the Federation rising by 
HKS$2.88 million over the pre- 
vious year's gures, the present 
indications show that Singapore 
traders are already reducing or* 
ders of Hongkong sundry goods 
vspeclally for those goods in 
which stocks have accumulated 
since Chinese New Year. 

Hongkong trade exports have 
attributed the Colony’s declining 
exports te the growing competl- 
ton from China and Japan. 

In January, Hongkong’s re 
exports of Chinese and 
Japanese goods to Singapore and 
the Federation was valued at 
HKS16.2 million ugainst HK- 
$14.4 million in the same month 
in 1059. 


RE-EXPORTS 


Hongkong traders forecast 
thut the Colony’s trade with 
Singapore and the Federation in 
future would 
exports, 

A leading Singapore importer 
and exporter said that Chinese 
tanned fdodstulls, enamel ware 
and certain sundry articles were 
competing successfully against 
thoso from Hongkong on the 
local market. 

Japan was also supplying 
more of her sundry goods to 
Singnpore and the Federation, 
including towels, handkerchicfs

The attack was re- 
miniscent of pre-war Japan 
when groups of rightist thugs 
wielded considerable under- 
ground power through the use 
of assnssination and terrorism. 

The 12 men threw sand into 
three printing presses, over- 
turned tables and = smashed 
windows before dashing out to 
two waiting cars. Police and 
newspaper guards arrested three 
men who were unable to reach 
the cars in time. 

In recent weeks the small 
rightist groups have been ine 
creasingly active and police 
have detained some members of 
the two most active associations 
on various occasions—but for 
some strange reason they release 
them within a day or two.

8,000 workers belonging to rival 
trade unions clashed at the 
Miike Coal Mine at Omuta in 
western Japan, 

Previously all the miners had 
been on strike against the com- 
pany owning the mine, Mitsui 
Mining Co. © Then half the 
workers formed a new union 
and decided to go back to work. 

The fight. occurred) when 
members of the new union 
attempted to break through the 
picket Mnes. Bamboo poles, 
stones and wooden clubs were 
used as weapons In the fracas 
which resulted In 134 miners 
being injured, 34 of them 
seriously, 

Some miners managed to act 
to mine shafts but the strikers 
reformed their pickets during 
the night as police warned that 
they would use tear 7 if there 
were any more violence, 

The following day 300 gangs- 
ters from nearby areas entered 
the mining town in o flect of 
trucks and cars. After terroris- 
Ing women and children in the 
town the mob of hoodlums went 
to one of the mine gates where 
they began fighting a group of 
pickets. One miner was stabbed 
to death and many others were 
seriously Injured. This despite 
the fact that there were hun- 
dreds of policemen in the area 
who knew of the presence of the 
hoodlums. 

Japanese trade union leaders 
have protested to the Govern- 
ment about the matter and have 
also charged that the police did 
the ‘hoodlums 
from: clashing with the strikers, 

There has been some specula~ 
tion in the Japanese press about 
the molives for the sudden in- 
vasion of the hoodlums. Most 
speculation has been about who 
pald the gangsters to interfere, 

Japan's trade unton move- 
ment, which is extremely un- 
popular with the Government 
and businessmen, is now in the 
same stage of devclopment as 
the trade unions of Western 
Europe and the United States 
about 60 or 70 years ogo. 

Leaders of the unions are 
sometimes irresponsible — and 
some businessmen, who would 
like to ste the trade unions done 
away with completely, resort to 
old and obsolete means of 
breaking up pleket lines.
